Milk production on Wisconsin farms in April was 
up 2 percent from a year ago, while the Nation’s out- 
put increased 3 percent. 

Wholesale prices of dairy products in April were 
higher than the previous month. 

Cheese and butter production in Wisconsin and the 
Nation during March was above a year earlier, and 
weekly estimates for April indicated a continuation 
of higher production. 

Milk prices received by Wisconsin farmers in April 
were up 13 cents from March and $1.05 more than 
last year. 

Cold storage stocks of cheese in the Nation at the 
end of April were 10 percent above the previous year, 
while butter stocks were up 8 percent. 

The value of milk sold by Wisconsin farmers in 
1979 totaled $2.5 billion, an increase of 18 percent 
from 1978. 

Marathon County continued as the leading milk 
producing county, with over 1 billion pounds for 
1979. 

The index of prices received by Wisconsin farmers 
as of mid-April was down 6 points from a month 
earlier. 

Maple syrup production in Wisconsin during the 
spring of 1980 was 20 percent larger than a year ago, 
but the National maple syrup output declined 20 per- 
cent. 

Planting of crops proceeded rapidly in Wisconsin 
this spring due to dry weather and favorable field 
conditions. 

Cold storage stocks of red meat in the Nation at 
the end of April were down 9 percent from a year 
earlier, but stocks of poultry were up 55 percent. 

Prices for hogs and beef cattle at Wisconsin mar- 
kets during April were lower than the previous month 
and well below last year. 
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APRIL MILK PRODUCTION 
ABOVE A YEAR AGO 


Milk production on Wisconsin farms in April totaled 1,940 
million pounds, an increase of 2 percent from April 1979. The 
number of milk cows on farms during April was equal to a year 
earlier but production per cow was up 25 pounds. The State’s 
milk production increased about one-half percent from 
March to April in comparison to no change for those months 
in 1979. During the first four months of this year, milk pro- 
duction in Wisconsin was 2 percent higher than in that period 
last year. 

The annual quantity of grain and other concentrates fed to 
Wisconsin milk cows during 1979 totaled 4.4 million tons, an 
increase of 9 percent from 1978. Dairymen fed an average of 
4,840 pounds of grain and concentrates per milk cow in 1979, 
up 380 pounds from the previous year. The average value for 
100 pounds of concentrate ration fed to milk cows in 1979 
was $6.01 a hundredweight, a gain of 36 cents from 1978. 
Milk-feed price ratios were above a year earlier in the first 
half of 1979 but fell below in the second half as feed prices 
increased more than milk prices.

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APRIL BUTTER PRODUCTION 
WELL ABOVE YEAR EARLIER 


Weekly estimates for April indicated that butter production 
in Wisconsin and the Nation was substantially higher than in 
Apiri 1979. The National butter output during April was up 
about 18 percent from the previous year. Butter production 
in the Nation for the first quarter of 1980 was 11 percent 
higher than in that period last year. Wisconsin’s butter pro- 
duction during April was nearly one-fourth more than a year 
earlier. Butter churnings in the State for the first quarter of 
this year were 9 percent above that quarter in 1979. 

Production of American cheese in the Nation during Apmil 
was 4 percent higher than a year ago, nearly equalling the 
increase shown for the first quarter of 1980. American cheese 
output in Wisconsin during April was about 6 percent larger 
than in that month of 1979. For the first quarter of this year, 
the State’s American cheese production was up 4 percent 
from January-March last year.

WHOLESALE DAIRY 
PRICES HIGHER 


Wholesale prices of dairy products increased from March 
to April. The 92-score butter price at the New York market 
averaged 139.62 cents a pound for April, up 3 cents from the 
previous month and nearly 16 cents above last year. 

Cheddar cheese in 40 pound blocks averaged 131.43 cents 
a pound at Wisconsin assembly points during April. This was 
almost 2 cents more than in March and 10 cents higher than a 
year ago. 

Swiss cheese, Wisconsin State Brand, averaged 173.49 cents 
a pound for April. Wholesale prices of Swiss cheese were up 
nearly 7 cents from March and were 22.5 cents above April 
1979.

Nonfat dry milk prices averaged 87.11 cents a pound during 
Apnil, nearly 3 cents higher than in March and 9.5 cents above 
a year earlier. 


PRICES FOR FARM PRODUCTS 
DECLINE FROM MARCH TO APRIL 


The index of prices received by Wisconsin farmers as of 
mid-Apnil was down 6 points from a month earlier. At 259 
percent of the 1967 base, the index was 1 point under April 
1979. This was the first time since August 1977 that the 
prices received index was below the previous year. The index 
of prices paid as of mid-Apmil was up | point from March and 
36 points above last year. 

Milk cow prices in April averaged $1,210.00 per head, an 
increase of $20.00 from March and $200.00 higher than a 
year ago. Calf prices dropped considerably from March to 
April. At an average of $96.00 a hundredweight on Apmil 15, 
calves were down $24.00 from a month earlier and $29.00 
below Apmil 1979. 

Steers and heifers averaged $63.60 a hundredweight in 
April, a decline of $6.70 from March and $12.40 less than a 
year ago. Slaughter cows returned an average of $49.20 a 
hundredweight for mid-April, down $1.60 from the previous 
month and $8.30 lower than last year. 

Hog prices averaged only $27.10 a hundredweight as of 
April 15, the lowest since June 1974. Hogs dropped $7.30 
from March and were $16.50 under a year ago. 

Sheep averaged $19.50 a hundredweight in April, down 50 
cents from a month earlier and $5.20 below April 1979. 
Lambs brought $60.50 a hundredweight for mid-April, a 
decline of $3.00 from March and $6.50 less than a year ago. 

Egg prices averaged 39 cents a dozen in April, the lowest 
since June 1978. Eggs dropped 7 cents from March and were 
15 cents below April 1979. 

Wheat averaged $3.45 a bushel as of mid-April, down 5 
cents from the previous month but 45 cents above last year. 
Corn prices averaged $2.30 a bushel on Aprit 15, up 6 cents 
from a month earlier and 11 cents higher than a year ago.
